Description: f. 1 - Unbound: possibly originally mounted on boards since there is a sharp vertical crease in the center of this 
chart, but there are no cut-outs for hinges. A lesser horizontal fold was possibly made to fit a later binding. Chart is now 
flattened and in modern portfolio. - No owners' markings; according to Anderson sale catalogue, chart was found in chest of 
documents related to Plymouth district of Devonshire, all dated before 1601. Belonged to E. Williams. - C. W. Dutschke with 
the assistance of R. H. Rouse et al., Guide to Medieval and Renaissance Manuscripts in the Huntington Library (San Marino, 
1989).

Description: - Parchment - 400 x 590 mm - Border is yellow band edged in black with simple arabesque and dot design, 
on three sides only, which suggests it may be a "half-chart" of the North Atlantic.

N, no longitude; numbered distance scale in cartouche decorated with stylized leaf and fruit 
design; no decoration except for the distance scale and compass roses.
